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HISTORICAL  SKETCH 

THE  The  Pennsylvania  Museum  and  School  of  Indus- 

CORPORATION  trial  Art  is  an  institution,  the  origin  of  which  was 
due  to  the  increased  interest  in  art  and  art  educa- 
tion awakened  by  the  Centennial  Exposition.  It  was  incorporated  on 
the  twenty-sixth  day  of  February,  1876,  for  the  purpose,  as  stated  in 
the  charter,  of  establishing  "for  the  State  of  Pennsylvania,  in  the  City 
of  Philadelphia,  a  Museum  of  Art  in  all  its  branches  and  technical 
applications,  and  with  a  special  view  to  the  development  of  the  Art 
Industries  of  the  State,  to  provide  instruction  in  Drawing,  Painting, 
Modeling,  Designing,  etc.,  through  practical  schools,  special  libraries, 
lectures  and  otherwise." 

THE  The  collections   of   the   Museum   have   outgrown 

MUSEUM  Memorial    Hall    in    Fairmount   Park    to    such    an 

extent  that  worthy  and  adequate  expression  can 
only  be  given  in  the  larger  space  of  the  new  Museum  at  the  head  of  the 
Parkway.  It  was  determined  by  the  founders  to  make  the  collections 
of  the  Pennsylvania  Museum  as  largely  as  possible  illustrative  of  the 
relation  of  art  to  the  industries,  and  of  practical  value  to  the  student 
through  observation  and  research. 

DEPARTMENT       The  School  is  designed  to  give  workers  a  thorough 
OF  ART  training  in  the  fundamental  principles  of  drawing, 

color  and  design  and  the  practical  application  of 
these  to  every  branch  of  artistic  production,  especially  the  Industrial 
Arts. 

The  School  was  opened  during  the  winter  of  1877-78.  After  four 
removals  it  came  into  the  possession,  in  1893,  of  the  present  building, 
which  occupies  an  entire  block  in  the  heart  of  the  city,  facing  its  prin- 
cipal thoroughfare.    The  number  of  students  in   1927-28  was   1522. 

The  Trustees  desire  the  active  co-operation  of  all  public-spirited 
citizens  in  the  educational  work  carried  on  in  the  Museum  and  the 
School.

AIMS  AND  IDEALS 

The  Department  of  Art  of  the  Pennsylvania  Museum  and  School 
of  Industrial  Art  is  a  school  designed  to  give  experience  to  students  of 
art  in  preparation  for  professional  life.  The  subjects  of  Drawing, 
Painting,  Modeling,  Design,  and  Composition  as  taught  in  this  School 
give  wide  range  in  developing  theory,  individual  skill  and  technique  in 
artistic  expression  as  related  to  Industrial  Art  or  Applied  Art.  A  group 
of  Lectures  supplement  the  subject  matter,  while  the  Museum,  with  its 
splendid  collections  of  Fine  Art  and  Industrial  Art  is  being  constantly 
used  for  research.  The  School  offers  the  student  opportunity  for  contact 
with  matters  concerning  the  field  of  art  in  the  professional  and  indus- 
trial world,  giving  practice  in  which  he  visualizes  his  special  fitness  to 
carry  on.  These  influences  and  experiences  develop  judgment  and  dis- 
crimination in  taste  and  appreciation  of  the  beautiful  in  the  field  of  art. 

While  time  is  a  requirement,  promotion  and  rating  are  governed 
more  particularly  by  accomplishment.  Each  student  has  opportunity  to 
develop  his  artistic  ability  and  to  advance  as  rapidly  as  he  may  choose. 
The  policy  of  the  School  is  to  seek  to  determine  not  only  each  student's 
ability,  but  his  adaptability  as  an  artist.  In  making  this  study  and  sug- 
gesting possible  opportunities  offered  through  subject  matter,  it  has 
been  our  desire  to  point  out  not  only  the  subjects  which  are  best  suited, 
but  also  the  subjects  which  are  not  suited  to  the  student's  needs. 

The  School  offers  classes  in  the  Day  School,  Saturday  School,  and 
Evening  School.

ENTRANCE  No  student  under  sixteen  years  of  age  will  be

INSTRUCTION  Instruction  is  individual  and  collective  accord- 

AND  SCHOLASTIC      ing  to  the  subject  and  promotion  is  governed, 
STANDING  not  so  much  by  time,  as  by  accomplishment. 

It  is  necessary  that  each  student  should  have 
a  clear  record  of  work  to  gain  full  standing  in  each  class  of  the  School. 
The  promoting  mark  is  75,  the  lowest  recognized  mark  is  65.  A  student 
not  gaining  a  rating  of  65  is  marked  unsatisfactory. 

BEGINNERS'      The  Beginners'  Class  is  open  to  all  applicants  who 
CLASS  wish  to  develop  their  artistic  ability,  and  offers  artis- 

tic training  and  is,  in  general,  a  preparation  for  the 
advanced  art  subjects  offered  in  the  School.  The  work  of  the  Beginners' 
Class  is  designed  to  help  the  student  determine  his  particular  ability  for 
artistic  professional  training.  Those  who  have  not  had  what  is  con-  ^/ 
sidered  a  full  equivalent  of  the  first  year's  work  must  enter  the  Begin- 
ners' Class. 

SECOND  YEAR      It  is  the  policy  of  the  School  to  seek  to  determine 
SUBJECTS  each  student's  ability  to  take  professional  art  train- 

ing. Also  to  what  branch  of  art  he  is  best  adapted 
before  attempting  to  train  him  in  one  of  the  special  groups  of  subjects 
offered  by  the  SchooK  In  the  second  year  the  student  makes  a  choice  of  ^/ 
subjects,  arranged  for  him  in  groups  which  deal  with  a  definite  pre- 
scribed outline  of  work  concerning  certain  experiences  in  the  profession 
which  he  seeks. 
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THIRD  AND  The  subjects  for  the  third  and  fourth  years  are 

FOURTH  YEAR     elective.    The  student  may  major  in  the  subject 
SUBJECTS  which  he  wishes  to  use  as  professional  training, 

and  group  other  subjects  of  the  curriculum  which 
will  give  him  an  opportunity  to  experience  other  phases  of  his  chosen 
profession. 

SPECIAL  As  this  is  a  professional  school,  and  as  the  classes  are 
STUDENTS  large,  the  instructors  can  devote  only  limited  time  to  the 
training  of  special  students.  Such  students  are  accepted 
upon  merit  of  work,  and  are  assigned  to  certain  classes  under  definite 
restrictions.  Special  students  are  accepted  only  in  Advanced  Classes, 
third  and  fourth  years,  and  in  subjects  such  as  Pottery,  Woodwork, 
Wrought  Iron,  Design  and  Costume  Design. 

RATING  To  each  student  of  the  Beginners'  Class  who  has  accom- 
OF  WORK  plished  a  sufficient  amount  of  work  to  receive  a  rating, 
a  Record  Card  is  issued.  Record  Cards  in  the  form  of 
Statements  are  issued  twice  during  the  year,  December  and  March.  The 
Statement  given  shows  the  number  of  hours  required  by  the  School  for 
assigned  work  and  also  the  number  of  hours  the  student  has  been 
present.  The  rating  is  expressed  in  terms  Satisfactory  or  Unsatisfactory, 
as  the  case  may  be.  A  final  Report  is  issued  in  June,  which  numerically 
states  the  average  for  each  subject.  The  passing  mark  is  65.  For  pro- 
motion to  second  year  work,  students  must  have  passed  all  first  year 
requirements. 

For  the  second  year,  Record  Cards  in  the  form  of  Statements  are 
issued  twice  during  the  year,  December  and  March,  to  students  who 
have  failed  to  make  a  passing  grade.  The  Statement  presented  shows 
the  number  of  hours  required  by  the  School  for  assigned  work  and  also 
the  number  of  hours  the  student  has  been  present.  The  rating  is 
expressed  in  the  term  Unsatisfactory.  A  final  Report  is  issued  in  June, 
which  numerically  states  the  average  for  each  subject. 

For  the  third  and  fourth  year,  a  Report  in  the  form  of  a  Statement 
showing  a  record  of  the  work  of  the  previous  year,  including  that  of 
the  present  year  to  date,  gives  the  student  an  opportunity  to  determine 
his  position  either  for  senior  rating  or  for  graduation. 
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ATTENDANCE  As  the  student  is  registered  for  professional  train- 
ing, it  is  taken  for  granted  that  he  will  be  prompt 
and  regular  in  his  attendance.  Each  student  is  required  to  be  respon- 
sible for  his  time  and  to  submit  a  record  at  the  office  of  the  Principal 
the  first  of  each  month.  Students  forfeit  the  right  to  class  by  continued 
absence,  unless  absence  is  caused  by  illness.  At  such  time  a  doctor's 
certificate  is  necessary. 

CREDITS      Credit  is  given  for  work  accomplished,   and  will  count 
toward  a  degree  at  the  University  of  Pennsylvania  within 
the  limits  imposed  by  the  University.

SCHOLARSHIPS  Moderate  assistance  toward  payment  of  tuition  in 
this  institution  is  made  by  the  Board  of  Public 
Education  of  the  City  of  Philadelphia.  Graduates  of  all  the  City  High 
and  Manual  Training  Schools  are  eligible  for  these  appointments,  nomi- 
nations for  which  are  made  by  the  Board  of  Education  on  the  recom- 
mendation of  the  Principals  of  the  several  schools,  to  whom  all  appli- 
cations for  them  should  be  addressed.

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CURRICULUM 

Beginners'  Class 

In  the  Beginners'  Class  the  student  is  given  a  thorough  training  in 
Drawing,  Color  and  Design,  and  Modeling,  preparing  him  for  special- 
ization of  later  years  in  the  advanced  subjects  of  the  School.  Each 
subject  of  the  first  year  is  obligatory.  A  passing  grade  of  65  in  each 
subject  is  necessary  for  promotion  and  advanced  standing.  Each  subject 
of  the  first  year  is  of  specific  importance.  The  best  in  draftsmanship  is 
essential  though  it  may  be  said  of  an  Industrial  Art  school  the  achieve- 
ments attained  by  the  students  in  ability,  taste  and  understanding  in 
design  and  composition  should  greatly  determine  his  fitness  to  carry  on 
the  advanced  subjects  offered  by  this  School. 

PLAN  OF  Drawing  from  Cast:  This  is  varied  by  the  introduction  of 
STUDY  time  sketching,  memory  drawing,  drawing  from  costumed 
model.  The  aim  is  to  develop  an  appreciation  of  propor- 
tion, line,  form  and  color,  correct  definition  of  light  and  shade,  and 
facility  in  handling  the  medium. 

The  Theory  of  Design:  The  basic  principles  which  underlie  all 
artistic  expression.  Analyses  are  made  of  natural  and  man-made  forms 
and  the  principles  there  found  are  used  in  the  development  of  the  stu- 
dent's constructive  designing.  Research  work  in  the  various  Museums 
of  the  city  plays  an  important  part  in  this  and  the  following  subject. 

The  Theory  of  Color:  The  student  is  trained  to  be  as  exact  in 
dealing  with  color  relations  and  color  harmonies  as  is  the  performer  on 
a  violin  in  dealing  with  sound  intervals.  After  study  of  color-scales  and 
harmonies,  the  objects  in  the  Museum  are  analyzed,  that  the  student 
may  be  brought  into  direct  contact  with  works  of  art  and  learn  how  and 
why  other  designers  achieved  beauty  in  results. 

Modeling:  This  subject  gives  the  student  an  appreciation  of  form, 
which  is  rarely  found  in  those  who  only  draw.  By  working  in  the  round 
he  acquires  a  sense  of  the  third  dimension,  which  is  essential  for  the 
thoroughly-equipped  artist. 

Lettering:  A  development  of  the  principles  of  fine  lettering. 
History  of  Lettering. 
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Perspective  and  Freehand  Dr airing:  A  comprehensive  study  of 
Perspective  dealing  with  problems  which  give  experience  in  drawing 
from  sight,  rather  than  problems  derived  from  theories.  Memory  draw- 
ing and  outdoor  sketching  in  Pencil  and  Crayon. 

Lecture  Course:  A  Course  of  Lectures  on  the  Expression  of  Art 
throughout  the  Ages,  which  gives  the  student  a  general  cultural  back- 
ground.

SUBJECTS  FOR  PROFESSIONAL  TRAINING 

SECOND,  THIRD   AND  FOURTH  YEARS 

PLAN  OF  Specialization  for  Professional  Training  begins  in  the  sec- 
STUDY  ond  year  and  continues  through  to  the  fourth  year.  Subject 
groups  are  chosen  by  each  student  to  meet  his  needs  for 
the  artistic  profession  he  wishes  to  pursue.  The  second  year  subjects 
are  divided  into  groups  of  subjects  especially  arranged  for  specific 
experience  in  the  profession  chosen  by  the  student.  Each  student  enter- 
ing in  the  second  year  is  required  to  register  in  one  of  the  groups  and 
pursue  each  subject  required  in  that  particular  group. 

In  the  third  and  fourth  year,  students  may  elect  subjects  which  will 
form  a  group  of  subjects  aiding  them  more  specifically  in  carrying  on 
their  chosen  profession.  Each  student  is  required  to  major  in  one  of 
the  major  subjects  and  follow  this  chosen  subject  throughout  the  term. 
Thirty  hours  of  work  each  week  are  required.  In  the  advanced  groups 
the  practical  is  substituted  for  the  theoretical  study  and  specialization 
becomes  more  pronounced.  When  possible  the  student  is  given  the 
opportunity  for  professional  work  in  Schools,  Shops,  Studios  and  Fac- 
tories. During  the  year  specialists  in  various  lines  of  work  give  infor- 
mal talks  to  the  students.

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SUBJECTS 

DESIGN  The  aim  in  teaching  Design  is  to  give  the  student  experi- 
ence in  creating  and  composing  lines,  form  and  color 
through  the  principles  of  construction  in  design  after  the  study  of 
natural  and  man-made  forms,  and  the  practical  application  of  these 
creative  compositions  to  hand-wrought  and  printed  design,  such  as 
printed  textiles  and  linoleums,  batik,  block-prints,  wall-paper,  metal 
work  and  jewelry,  ceramics,  tiles,  mosaics,  stencils,  costume  design  and 
embroideries.  Emphasis  is  laid  upon  the  influence  of  materials  and 
processes  of  manufacture  as  affecting  the  character  of  design  and  the 
study  of  the  possibilities  and  limitations  of  machinery  in  relation  to 
design.  The  manufacturers  of  the  city  have  been  most  helpful  in  per- 
mitting visits  to  be  made  to  their  plants.  The  museums  of  the  city 
furnish  a  splendid  laboratory  for  research  in  the  development  of  all 
phases  of  design  as  applied  to  Industrial  Arts. 

As  the  knowledge,  taste  and  skill  of  the  student  increases,  the 
problems  become  more  complex,  and  students  specializing  in  one  or 
another  line  of  work  familiarize  themselves  with  the  details  of  that 
particular  branch  of  design.  The  practicability  of  the  design  and  the 
professional  quality  of  the  rendering  are  more  carefully  considered  as 
the  student  advances.

POSTER  AND  The  aim  in  teaching  Poster  and  Advertising  Design 
ADVERTISING  is  to  give  practical  instruction  in  the  application  of 
DESIGN  the  principles  of  design  and  the  effective  graphic 

presentation  of  ideas  in  the  field  of  business  pub- 
licity. 

Specialized  work  begins  in  the  second  year  with  advanced  letter- 
ing, combining  this  with  ornamental  and  pictorial  elements.  The  study 
of  line  is  an  important  part  of  the  subject.  Practice  is  required  in 
making  small  sketches  of  layouts,  which  are  developed  into  finished 
drawings.  Special  emphasis  is  placed  on  the  use  of  two,  three  and  four- 
color  effects  for  the  sake  of  economy,  simplicity  and  force.  Lectures  are 
given  by  experts  on  methods  of  reproduction  and  the  possibilities  and 
limitations  in  the  field  of  advertising.  A  valuable  feature  of  this  subject 
is  the  opportunity  which  the  student  has  to  prepare  designs  for  repro- 
duction through  the  co-operation  of  various  buyers  of  advertising  who 
place  some  of  their  work  in  the  hands  of  the  members  of  this  Class. 

Competitions  are  held  from  time  to  time,  in  which  the  students  are 
required  to  submit  designs  as  part  of  their  regular  work.

ILLUSTRATION  The  purpose  of  the  Illustration  Class  is  to  awaken, 
stimulate  and  develop  the  student's  mental  ability, 
his  pictorial  talent,  and  above  all,  his  imaginative  powers.  No  subjects 
are  assigned,  each  student  being  free  to  choose  whatever  motive  and 
medium  his  individuality  suggests.  The  compositions  are  criticized 
before  the  class  with  special  reference  to  their  sincerity,  their  truth  and 
their  practical  use.  The  technical  studies  include  drawing  from  the  cast, 
from  the  costumed  model  and  from  life;  anatomy  and  nature  study; 
perspective  and  lettering;  color,  light  and  shade;  lectures  on  the  history 
of  architecture,  furniture  and  costume;  the  use  of  media — charcoal,  pen 
and  ink,  water  color  and  oil. 

Beginning  with  the  second  year,  and  continuing  throughout  the 
entire  Group,  a  weekly  lecture  is  given,  at  which  time  each  student  is 
required  to  present  for  criticism  an  original  composition.

Those  who  major  in  the  subject  of  Illustration 
must  carry  eleven  hours  a  week  of  drawing  from  life.  The  subjects 
which  the  student  wishes  to  elect  must  be  related  to  the  subject  in 
which  he  majors. 

FOURTH  YEAR 

Fourth  Year  subjects  are  elective.  Thirty  required  hours  of 
work  each  week.  Those  who  major  in  the  subjects  of  Illustration 
must  carry  fifteen  hours  a  week  of  drawing  from  life.  The  subjects 
which  the  student  wishes  to  elect  must  be  related  to  the  subject  in 
which  he  majors. 

COSTUME      The  training  of  taste  and  of  technical  skill  is  the  founda- 
DESIGN  tion  of  the  work  of  this  Course.    One  is  as  important  as 

the  other  in  the  student's  expression  of  his  ideas. 

After  a  foundation  training  in  the  required  art  courses  of  the  first 
year,  the  students  are,  in  the  second  year,  put  in  immediate  touch  with 
the  actualities  of  making  modern  costumes,  and  of  applying  the  prin- 
ciples of  art  to  costume.  They  sketch  with  scissors,  sculpture  in  muslin, 
finding  the  meaning  of  line  in  clothes,  the  importance  of  fine  propor- 
tions, of  color,  of  light  and  dark  and  are  guided  into  mastery  of  the 
technical  methods  necessary  to  the  expression  of  their  chosen  art. 
Fabrics  are  studied  in  the  second  year  and  are  continued  in  practical 
ways  throughout  the  course.  Fashion  research  and  how  to  use  and  value 
fashion  periodicals,  is  an  important  part  of  the  study. 

In  the  third  and  fourth  years,  the  work  is  broadened  by  the  Evolu- 
tion of  Costume,  by  a  more  intensive  study  of  color  and  the  relation  of 
line  and  color  to  type — type  of  coloring,  figure  and  individuality. 
Drawing  from  life  and  from  the  costumed  model  gives  the  student  the 
technical  ease  necessary  to  the  presentation  on  paper  of  his  ideas.  The 
problems  of  creating  designs  which  are  to  be  sold  and  reproduced,  of 
figuring  cost  of  production,  of  modern  business  methods,  are  taken  up 
in  detail,  that  the  student,  upon  leaving  the  School,  may  be  fitted  to 
cope  with  the  conditions  he  will  be  called  upon  to  meet  in  the  field  of 
Costume  Design. 

Each  Spring  a  Fashion  Show  is  staged  at  the  ManufaaureislCIub. 
It  is  attended  by  numbers  of  designeFs  and~manufacturers,  as  well  as  by 
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the  general  public,  and  Prizes  are  given  for  design,  workmanship  and 
for  general  ability.   This  event  introduces  a  most  desirable  co-operation 
between  the  manufacturers  and  the  Costume  Design  Class. 
A  Laboratory  Fee  is  required.

DECORATION  means  of  which  the  student  becomes  familiar  with 
the  Architectural  forms  which  he  must  later  use.  In 
these,  the  principles  of  design  are  set  before  him,  supplemented  by 
Library  and  Museum  Research,  and  by  Lectures  on  the  History  of 
Furniture. 

The  problems  given  in  the  class  room  include  designs  for  simple 
Interiors  in  Plan,  Elevation  and  Perspective. 

In  the  third  year  more  elaborate  problems  are  given.  The  Projects 
of  the  Beaux-Arts  Institute  of  Design  are  submitted  in  competition. 
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In  these  problems  the  questions  of  Plan,  Architectural  Treatment, 
Color  Scheme,  Furniture  and  Hangings  are  gone  into  in  detail.  The 
study  of  period  furniture  becomes  more  specialized.  A  definite  amount 
of  work  in  Furniture  Design  and  Wood  Work  as  shop  work  is  required. 
Water  Color  painting  is  further  developed  and  Decorative  painting  in 
oil  is  begun,  including  mural  painting. 

Advanced  study  of  furniture  and  of  working  conditions  in  general 
bring  the  student  up  to  professional  efficiency,  opportunities  being  fre- 
quently given  to  fill  positions  on  part  time  with  decorating  firms.

FURNITURE  The  aim  of  the  subject  of  Furniture  Design  and 
DESIGN  AND  Woodwork  is  to  train  the  student  in  the  designing 
WOODWORK  and  full-sizing  of  furniture  so  that  he  is  equipped 
to  take  a  position  in  a  modern  furniture  manufactur- 
ing plant. 

Work  in  Joinery,  Wood-Carving  and  Full-sizing  acquaints  the 
student  with  the  bench  technique  of  his  profession.   With  this  practical 
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understanding  he  designs  furniture  that  can  actually  be  made  and 
carved.  The  bench  work  and  designing  is  paralleled  by  a  series  of 
lectures  on  The  History  of  Period  Furniture.  This  is  supplemented  and 
amplified  by  research  work  in  the  Libraries  and  Museums. 

Full-sizing  and  Construction  work  is  planned  to  prepare  the  stu- 
dent in  Interior  Decorating  and  Furniture  Design  for  his  career  in  an 
Interior  Decorating  or  Furniture  Manufacturing  Establishment.  He  is 
thoroughly  acquainted  with  the  viewpoint  of  the  business  world  which 
involves  stability  in  construction,  economy  in  wood,  design,  and  beauty 
without  sacrificing  comfort.  Scale  drawings  designed  by  the  student 
are  reproduced  in  full  size,  while  plans,  vertical  and  horizontal  sections 
are  made. 

Visits  are  made  each  year  to  various  furniture  manufacturing  plants 
and  to  privately  owned  collections.

and  a  working  knowledge  of  these  subjects  in  their  relation  to  the 
development  and  progression  of  child  mind  and  expression. 

The  subjects  are  planned  to  prepare  the  student  as  (1)  Teachers 
of  Art,  Design  and  Craft  Work;  (2)  Teachers  of  General  School  Draw- 
ing and  Manual  Arts. 

CONTENT  (1)  History  of  Human  Expression,  dealing  with  the 
OF  GROUP  creation  and  development  of  such  expressions  as  Play, 
Counting,  Number,  Measure,  Drawing,  Design,  Paint- 
ing, Weaving,  Modeling,  the  Written  and  Spoken  Word,  Music,  etc.; 
(2)  Civics,  dealing  with  problems  of  School  Life  and  Community 
Activities;  (3)  Child  Psychology,  dealing  with  the  progressions  and 
traditions  of  Child  Mind  and  methods  of  learning;  (4)  Curriculum 
Building,  Conference  Groups  and  Practice  Teaching. 

The  plan  for  Practice  Teaching  gives  the  student  two  years  of 
teaching  experience,  an  opportunity  to  study  the  supervision  and  direc- 
tion of  the  work  of  Art  and  Manual  Art  subjects.  In  the  concluding 
years  the  work  will  reveal  the  problems  of  Education  and  Psychology, 
not  simply  as  analyses  and  description  of  theories  and  the  laws  that 
govern  them,  but  as  an  inquiry  into  their  relation  through  experience, 
giving  a  broader  interpretation  of  teaching  and  learning. 

Students  have  the  opportunity  to  observe  teaching  of  all  subjects 
of  Education  in  city  and  suburban  schools. 

Diplomas  in  this  Course  are  granted  only  to  those  who  have  had 
a  High  School  education  or  its  equivalent.

POTTERY  This  subject  is  designed  for  those  who  wish  to  take  up  the 
work  professionally.  The  student  should  have  the  funda- 
mentals of  drawing,  design,  form  and  color  as  given  in  the  Beginners' 
Class  and  with  his  second  year  specialized  work  in  Ceramics  should 
continue  some  of  the  general  training.  The  Potter  Craftsman  should 
have  sufficient  technical  training  to  be  able  to  build  his  kilns  and  repair 
them,  to  prepare  and  form  the  clay,  to  make  moulds,  to  build  cast  and 
throw  pottery  forms,  to  calculate,  mix  and  apply  his  own  glazes,  to  load 
and  fire  his  kilns,  and  to  be  familiar  with  the  decorative  processes  and 
to  run  his  shop  at  a  profit.  With  this  in  mind  the  Group  is  offered  as 
follows:  Lectures;  Introduction;  The  Field  of  Opportunity  for  the  Pot- 
ter; Clay;  Other  Body  Materials;  Building;  Turning;  Throwing;  The 
Original  Model  and  Design;  Plaster;  Mould  Making;  Bodies  for  Special 
Purposes;  Casting  and  Trimming;  Drying  and  Biscuit  Firing;  Combus- 
tion and  Temperatures;  The  Kiln;  Chemistry  of  Glazes;  Textures;  Color 
Value  of  the  Oxides;  Handling  the  Kiln;  Glaze  Firing;  The  Kiln 
Atmosphere;  Decorative  Processes;  Line  Proportion;  Color  and  Inter- 
est; History  of  Pottery;  Greek  Pottery;  Chinese  Pottery;  Modern  Pot- 
tery; Modern  Decorative  Uses;  Lines  for  Research;  Equipment  and 
Machinery;  Economics. 

The  Laboratory  will  follow  the  lectures  closely.  There  will  be 
short  problems  and  exercises  in  each  process,  and  original  designs 
worked  out  in  detail  as  to  method  and  cost  on  many  different  types  of 
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Ceramic  work.  When  the  student  has  completed  the  subject  he  will  be 
well  equipped  to  enter  the  professional  field.

Equipment  for  a  Small  Class  and  Methods  of  Teaching;  The  Kiln; 
Glaze  Materials  and  Formulae;  Applying  the  Glazes  and  Firing  the 
Kiln;  Decorative  Processes;  Design;  Line,  Color  and  Interest;  Dynamic 
Symmetry  as  Applied  to  Pottery;  History  of  Pottery;  Ceramics  in  Every- 
day Life;  Laboratory  Exercises;  Preparing  Clay;  Coiled  Vase;  Turned 
Bowl  and  Mould;  Preparing  Slip;  Casting  and  Trimming;  Tile  Mould 
and  Pressing;  Various  Methods  of  Decoration;  Sketches,  Original 
Designs  for  Various  Ceramic  Products;  Biscuit  Fire;  Load  and  Fire 
Kiln;  Mix  and  Grind,  and  Apply  Types  of  Glazes.

JUNIOR  The  Saturday  Morning  Classes  are  arranged  for  beginners 
CLASSES  of  any  age  under  twenty  and  over  six,  and  particularly  for 
students  of  High  School  age.

COLOR  AND     A  series  of  related  problems  in  the  study  of  the  prin- 
DESIGN  ciples  of  design  as  found  in  both  natural  and  man- 

made  forms:  the  application  of  these  principles  to 
design.  The  work  in  color  consists  of  progressive  studies  in  theory  and 
practice  (following  the  methods  developed  by  Dr.  Denman  Ross), 
invaluable  both  to  the  painter  and  to  the  designer. 

WOODWORK  The  Course  is  planned  to  give  teachers  a  working 
knowledge  and  appreciation  of  grammar  school 
problems  in  woodwork.  The  Course  includes:  (1)  Theory  of  Manual 
Expression;  (2)  Practice,  dealing  with  working  out  specific  projects  in 
woodwork;  (3)  Reference  Material,  dealing  with  suggestions  for 
research  and  definite  literature  for  manual  expression. 

For  other  subjects  such  as  Modeling,  Poster  Design,  Drawing  from 
Life,  Drawing  from  the  Cast,  SEE  DAY  SCHOOL  COURSES. 
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JUNIOR  POTTERY      For  pupils  from  ten  to  fifteen.    The  subject 
CLASS  will  consist  of  Laboratory  work  as  shown  by 

the  following  exercises:  Crude  clay  washed 
and  dried  to  proper  consistency  for  building  and  throwing;  Modeling; 
Polishing,  scraffito  or  by  painting  with  colored  clay  slips;  Throwing  on 
the  sheel;  Tea  tile,  mould  from  this  and  tile  pressed  from  mould; 
Designs  and  original  sketches  using  incidents  of  everyday  life,  favorite 
nursery  rhymes,  etc.,  for  inspiration;  Problems  in  form,  design  and  color 
and  textures;  Loading  and  firing  kilns.  No  glazing  will  be  done  by 
this  class.  There  will  also  be  short  talks  on  clay,  its  occurrence  and 
properties;  its  uses  in  everyday  life;  Clay  as  a  medium  for  artistic 
expression;  History  of  Pottery,  with  brief  sketches  of  the  more  impor- 
tant periods. 

Pupils  should  provide  themselves  with  the  following:  2  eight- 
quart  galvanized  iron  buckets,  1  small,  smooth  sponge,  ruler, 
compass,  pencil,  notebook  and  modeling  tool.  (Laboratory  fee  of 
$1.50  will  cover  cost  of  clay,  plaster  and  fuel.)

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EVENING  SCHOOL  CLASSES 

ENTRANCE  Any  student  ovet  sixteen  years  of  age  may  enter 

REQUIREMENTS  the  Evening  Classes.  Those  who  have  not  had 
at  least  the  equivalent  of  the  drawing  required 
in  the  Evening  Beginners'  Drawing  Class  must  enter  that  Class.  For 
advanced  standing,  students  must  submit  to  a  test  in  drawing.  The 
ability  of  the  student  to  pass  the  test  will  determine  his  placement  in 
advanced  standing. 

The  Evening  School  classes  are  in  session  on  Monday,  Wednesday 
and  Friday  evenings  from  7.30  to  9-30.   Life  Class,  6.30  to  9-30. 

BEGINNERS'  Drawing  from  the  Cast  and  still-life  in  charcoal.  This 
DRAWING  is  varied  by  the  introduction  of  time  sketching,  mem- 
ory drawing,  drawing  from  the  costumed  model.  The 
aim  is  to  develop  an  appreciation  of  proportion,  line,  form  and  color, 
correct  definition  of  light  and  shade,  and  facility  in  handling  the 
medium. 

MODELING     The  student  is  given  the  opportunity  of  fitting  himself 
for  any  kind  of  decorative  work  where  a  knowledge  of 
modeling  for  plaster  or  stone  work  is  necessary.   Criticisms  two  evenings 
a  week. 

WROUGHT  IRON  Practical  training  in  this  most  interesting 
medium,  the  making  of  andirons,  hinges, 
knockers,  trivets,  grilles,  etc.  A  series  of  carefully  graded  problems 
leading  the  student  by  easy  stages  from  the  beginning  of  the  craft  to 
the  making  of  complicated  pieces. 

WOODWORK  AND    The  work  in  Joinery  and  Furniture  Making  is 
JOINERY  given,  not  with  the  idea  of  developing  men 

to  work  at  the  bench,  but  to  acquaint  the  stu- 
dent with  the  bench  technique  of  his  profession,  so  that  he  understands 
the  quality  and  character  of  the  different  woods,  both  from  the  stand- 
point of  joinery  and  construction. 

FULLSIZING      This  class  is  given  in  connection  with  the  day  class, 
but  it  is  open  to  other  students  who  wish  to  carry  on 
such  work. 
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ADVANCED    Students  are  promoted  to  this  class  from  the  Beginners' 

DRAWING       Drawing  Class.    Work  is  done  in  charcoal  and  other 

media  from  casts;  sketching  from  the  costumed  model. 

DRAWING  FROM  Students  are  promoted  to  this  class  from  the 
LIFE  preceding  classes  in  drawing  from  the  cast.

DECORATION  developing  of  design  and  color  problems  as 

related  to  decoration,  especially  the  decora- 
tion of  interiors. 

LETTERING     The   developing   of   principles   of   fine   lettering;    the 
history  of  lettering;  designing  layouts;  show-card  writ- 
ing; phases  of  lettering  dealing  with  advertising  matter.    Class  meets 
one  night  a  week. 

POSTER  AND  Practical  instruction  in  the  application  of  the  prin- 
ADVERTISING  ciples  of  design  and  the  effective  graphic  presenta- 
DESIGN  tion  of  ideas  in  the  field  of  business  publicity.   Prac- 

tice is  required  in  making  small  sketches  of  layouts, 
which  are  developed  into  finished  drawings.  Special  emphasis  is  placed 
on  the  use  of  two,  three  and  four  color  effects  for  the  sake  of  economy, 
simplicity  and  force.  A  valuable  feature  of  this  subject  is  the  oppor- 
tunity which  the  student  has  to  prepare  designs  for  reproduction  through 
the  co-operation  of  various  buyers  of  advertising.  The  class  meets  two 
nights  a  week,  most  of  the  students  taking  the  class  in  lettering  on  the 
third  night. 

ILLUSTRATION  The  purpose  of  the  work  in  this  class  is  to  awaken, 
stimulate  and  develop  the  student's  mental  ability, 
his  pictorial  talent,  and  above  all,  his  imaginative  powers.  No  subjects 
are  assigned,  each  student  being  free  to  choose  whatever  motive 
and  medium  his  individuality  suggests.  The  compositions  are  criticized 
before  the  class  with  special  reference  to  their  sincerity,  their  truth  and 
their  practical  use.  To  be  taken  one  night  a  week  in  connection  with 
either  Advanced  Drawing  or  Drawing  from  Life  for  the  other  two 
nights.  Students  must  have  had  Beginners'  Drawing  or  pass  a  test  that 
they  are  worthy  of  advanced  standing. 
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SUBJECTS  OF       The  requirement  for  this  work  is  that  the  student 
INTERIOR  must  have  taken  one  year  of  Freehand  Drawing,  or 

DECORATION  can  offer  its  equivalent,  and  in  addition,  that  he 
must  have  had  a  year  in  Design  as  related  to  Interior 
Decoration.  This  course  is  also  open  to  those  who  are  professionally 
engaged  in  Interior  Decoration  and  desire  to  have  the  contact  of  the 
work  offered  in  this  class.  The  problems  include  designs  for  simple 
interiors  in  plan,  elevation  and  perspective.  All  phases  of  the  subject, 
theoretical  and  practical,  are  an  important  part  of  the  curriculum. 
A  lecture  course  on  the  History  of  Furniture  supplements  the  work  of 
this  class,  giving  the  student  an  appreciation  of  the  principles  of  design 
as  seen  in  architectural  forms. 

COSTUME      (First  Year.)    Explanations  and  Demonstrations  of  all 
DESIGN  commonly  used  finishings,  of  cutting  and  draping,   of 

authentic  style  sources  and  the  Fundamentals  of  Design- 
ing; to  be  followed  by  practice  work.  Class  Work  and  Criticisms  one 
evening  a  week;  the  other  two  evenings  the  student  is  expected  to  take 
Costume  Drawing  and  draw  on  one  evening  of  Lecture.  Dress  of  silk 
or  wool,  simple  in  style,  designed,  preferably  for  self;  dress  form  pre- 
pared for  draping;  muslin  model  of  dress  draped  and  fitted;  dress  cut, 
draped,  fitted,  finished;  commonly  used  sleeve  patterns  to  be  made; 
simple  practical  lessons  on  fabrics. 

(Second  Year.)  Lessons  on  Design,  Color  and  Types.  More 
intricate  sleeve  patterns  to  be  made.  Original  designs  to  be  made  by 
student;  two  dresses  to  be  made  up;  one  to  be  a  sports  type  of  dress; 
one  a  dressy  type;  lessons  on  fabrics. 

(Third  Year.)  Exercises  in  sketching;  making  Original  Designs, 
carrying  out  principles  of  color  and  design  learned  in  Course.  Two 
dresses  to  be  made,  one  of  them  an  evening  dress;  lessons  on  fabrics. 

The  aim  of  the  Course;  to  so  unite  the  practical  and  the  artistic  in 
dress  design  that  there  will  be  definite  progress  both  in  taste  and 
technique. 

LECTURES     Furniture:  Its  historic  development  and  Inter-relation. 
History  of  Costume  and  Armor  in  Western  Europe. 

History  of  Art:  A  group  of  lectures  open  to  all  students  in  the 
School  for  one  hour  every  two  weeks,  for  the  purpose  of  development 
of  an  appreciation  of  the  finest  in  painting,  sculpture  and  architecture 
of  both  past  and  present  masters.
